That Aluminum What truck trailer makers think of NPA's aluminum 
Order! order isn't fit to print. 
Thing that hurts most is the “base period," 
against which the 65 per cent is to be measured in 
the quarterly cut back periods beginning January l, 
1951. Trailer people say NPA must have been reading 
their mail. They couldn't have picked a worse 
yardstick. Reasons: 








1. Aluminum trailer production lagged far below 
normal in that period. 

2. Several manufacturers were tooling for a switch 
to aluminum, largely forced by competition. 


Example: For one manufacturer the 35 per cent cut 
really means an 80 per cent cut if you use NPA‘s 
se4 "base period" as the yardstick. 
at NPA Administrator Harrison's shop is being flooded 

A with appeals by individual trailer makers. But that 
"flood" could be lost in the ocean of aluminum 
appeals from various places that has swamped NPA. 

Meantime,the industry, through its Truck-Trailer 
Manufacturer Association and American Trucking 
ies Association, is preparing an appeal to Defense 
ver Transportation Administrator Knudsen. They hope he 
can convince NPA's Harrison that trailers deserve 
priority consideration as essential in the defense 
program. 

The ATA -- TTMA presentation will be based on 
information gathered from 15,000 trailer users. Steel 
also will be covered. The presentation was scheduled 
to be made early in December. 





Knudson’s The Government is ready to make direct loans to 
Man For Defense industry for defense expansion. The loans were 
authorized under the $600,000,000 program in the 
Defense Production Act. 

Defense Transport Administrator Knudsen's DTA is 
one of the so-called “certifying agencies." Knudsen 
will make a "thorough investigation" of each applicant 
and forward approved applications to Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. RFC is the lending agent for 
government. 

But, any other agency with which a company is 
dealing --Navy or Air Force for instance--may accept 
the loan application and send it to the proper 
“certifying agency." Defense coordinator Symington 
says he wants to make the process as simple as possible. 
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Union Officials Ford shutdowns announced in mid-November called 

“Hopping Mad” for the laying off of about 50,000 employees, ona 
temporary basis. Company gave as the reason, the 
continuing labor slow-downs at the Rouge rolling mills 
as well as parts and material shortages. 

Union officials are hopping mad at the Ford 
statement which made it seem that labor trouble was 
the only cause for the shorter work week. The irony 
of the situation is that the shops where labor had 
been giving Ford a bad time were not cut by the 
company plan to slow down. 

Ford makes about 50% of its steel requirements 
at the Rouge mills and buys the rest. Plants that were 
affected are in Detroit and vicinity, Canton, Ohio 
and Green Island, New York.

Lead the "mobilization" scramble. The increasing number 
of jet planes operated by the air force might make 
some pretty severe demands on that cut of the crude 
from which house heating fuel and diesel fuel come. 








New Trucking America's 8,000,000 motor trucks will roll more 

Record! than 90 billion miles of intercity service in 1950 
nearly 50 billion miles over all rural roads. They 
will carry about 60 per cent of the total tonnage 
moved in the nation's commerce. The for-hire carriers, 
operating only ten trucks out of each hundred, will 
earn over 5 billion in operating revenue in 1950... 
pay 1.2 billion in special truck taxes. That tops 
all previous years. Thus, trucking is giving a 
flexibility to transportation undreamed of in earlier 
years. It has caused new and revolutionary concepts 
of production and distribution. 














Truck Keep Rails Truck competition is keeping railroad rates in line. 
in Line So says transportation experts in U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture. 


Although no statistical data are available the 
general impression is that truck rates are currently 
pressing the “ceiling" created by railroad rates. . 
except in somewhat restrictive situations. 

In view of the increased traffic created by the 
mobilization program, competition in 1951 should be a 
less effective damper on truck rates for agriculture 
products than in the preceding year. 

On the basis of these conditions, says the 
agriculture experts, some increase may occur in truck 
rates, especially in cases in which truck competition 
has held motor carrier rates below the ceilings 
established by other methods of transportation.

ICC “Moves In” 
on More Trucks

ICC Favors Rails 


December, 1950 


ICC reaches out to control more motor carrier 
operations December 30, 1950. 








The gimmick: An amendment passed by the 8lst 
Congress that brands as "foreign commerce” all motor 
carriers who perform a part of a through-movement 
to or from any territory or possession of the U. S. 
that now requires an ICC "foreign commerce" certificate. 

Example: Motor carrier transporting canned goods 
which originated by water at Hawaii (or which might 
be enroute to Alaska) from a steamship pier or 
warehouse must have ICC authority. 

Amendment sets up three operator categories: 

1. Those who hold certificates for such through- 
movements issued before September 1, 1950 when 
amendment went into effect. 

2. "Grandfather clause" protection for common 
carriers in bonified operation March 1, 1950. 
They can get certificate without proof of public 
convenience and necessity .. . must apply 
within 120 days of effective date -- 

December 30, 1950. 

3. The "Johnny-come latelys" operating on September 
1, 1950, but not before March 1, 1950. They 
must apply for certificates, but may continue 
operation while ICC is thinking it over.

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neither normal traffic needs nor emergency needs could 
be met by the railroads unless they continued to 
receive sufficient traffic volume to maintain their 
plants and services.

The Senate Transportation Probe Report is expected 
in January. 

It is believed that if Chairman Myers is unable 
to submit the final report before his term expires (he 
was defeated by Governor James Duff) Senator Edwin C. 
Johnson, will submit the report for the sub-committee. 

There are indications that the new Congress will 
be so busy with mobilization and tax problems during 
the first session that probably no legislation based 
on the sub-committee report will be attempted. 

Testimony and minutes of the hearings held last 
Summer are now being printed. 








Highway by-passes have helped, not hurt, local 
business. So says a recent survey by the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Sentiment of local merchants: "When the idea is 
first suggested, many oppose it. However, after the 
by-pass has been in operation for awhile, all or most 
of the established merchants and businessmen 
usually praise it." 

The survey was undertaken after passage of the 
1950 Federal-Aid Highway Act which required State 
Highway Departments to hear, publically, local 
townspeople affected by any proposed state highway 
by-pass on the Federal-Aid System. 








ICC's new Motor Carrier Safety Rules are back 
on the fire. In late November the Commission issued 
a lengthy draft of proposed changes ... gave motor 
carriers until December 29, 1950 to file formal 
objections, arguments, etc. 

Industry spokesmen have been discussing the proposed 
new rules with George Wellington, ICC Safety Chief, 
and his staff -- always informally -- since early 1947. 
That was all to the good... a realistic approach 
much appreciated by the industry. Probably will save 
weeks of time in formal "fencing" at public 
hearings later.

e LUBRICATION is of utmost importance to the entire idea 
of preventive maintenance. Thus, it becomes the first con- 
sideration of any plan. In transportation operations of 
low annual mileage, it should be required at least every 
30 days. Because of their importance to the safety of the 
vehicle or the life of certain key units of the vehicle, a 
few other operations should be performed at the time of 
lubrication. They are listed. 

Since lubrication is so important, the mileage assigned 
should be based on the recommendation of the servicing 
oil company. Most refiners recommend engine oil changes 
at 2,000 miles. Since this is a limiting factor, we make 
our lubrication inspections at a maximum of 2,000 miles. 
Lesser mileage may be assigned to an operation accord- 
ing to the requirements of the transportation problems 
involved. One or two men may be used on this operation. 


GROUP 7) PM INSPECTIONS TO BE MADE AT LEAST EVERY 4,000 MILES 


THIS GROUP includes procedures which will require at- 
tention at quite frequent intervals in order to assure satis-

Intercom Control System Speeds 


A RECENTLY INSTALLED “central checking system” has 
saved approximately 25 per cent of the man hours 
which go into the freight loading and unloading opera- 
tions of the Spector Motor Service, Chicago. 

Formerly, four-man crews were used to unload trail- 
ers at the Spector docks. These consisted of two men to 
carry the freight into the dock (either on hand trucks or 
with fork lifts): one pie ker. who unpiled and sorted the 
load, and a checker, who checked the cargo against the 
waybills and gave instructions on where to place it in 
the dock. 

Under the new system, it is unnecessary for a checker 
to be part of each unloading crew. Instead, one man 
can check the loading or unloading of as many as five 
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trailers by supervising the operations through use 
interofice communications equipment. 

Briefly, Spector’s terminal freight handling operatio: 
now runs along the following general lines: 

\ driver coming into the terminal parks his traile 
in a lot and brings his waybills into the rate office. Her 
each bill is marked with the point in the dock wher 
the shipment is to be placed after it is unloaded. Th 
bills are then sent to central checking room. 

This room has been designed especially so that tl 
man running it can have a great number of waybil 
spread out around him, all readily visible. The checke 
is surrounded by large boards with several vertical rut 
ber strips under which he can spread the bills. H

Hi pieces in the trailer. The checker locates the waybill 
NER 
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for these items, verifies the destination and number of 
pieces in the shipment, and instructs the picker as to 
where it is to be placed on the dock. 

The picker in turn marks this section number on one 
of the boxes or cases with black crayon as a reminder 
to the man who will deliver it there. 

At this point, it should be explained that not all of 
Spector’s inbound freight is unloaded onto the dock. 
Wherever possible, it is placed directly on an outbound 
trailer. This procedure applies to a good portion of the 
freight handled by Spector, including all perishables. 

In cases where an outbound trailer is immediately 
available, the rate office designates the trailer number 
and door number in the dock on the way bill. This in- 
formation is passed on by the central checker and the 
shipment is then transferred directly into another trailer. 

Central checking is also used, in a similar manner, 
to supervise loading of outbound freight. The outbound 
opration has its own central checking room with an 
intercom setup similar to the one described above. Here, 
the checker is in contact with pickers working from 
different points in the dock. The picker calls in, gives 
his location and describes a given shipment and its 
destination to the checker. The checker in turn calls 
off the number of the trailer in which this freight is to 
be placed and the number of the door at which it is 


parked. 





Spector's “Veri-double-check System... 


... a supplement that adds accuracy to speed 





An added factor in the outbound loading operation 
is Spector’s recently-installed “veri-double-check.” This 
system, according to A. E. Greene, Spector’s vice-presi- 
dent in charge of terminal operations, “was devised to 
solve a problem which has always plagued the trucking 
business: the loading of freight into the wrong trailers.” 

Before veri-double-check, Mr. Greene continued, it 
was not uncommon to have a shipment loaded onto a 
trailer which was pulled up alongside the one for which 
it was actually intended. Such mistakes were costly to 
both Spector and its customers. Veri-double-check has 
practically eliminated these errors. The system operated 
along the following lines: 

It centers around the use of four-inch square slips, 
one of which is used for each shipment. Every picker 
on the outbound operation has a pad of these slips. As 
soon as the central checker gives him the number of the 
trailer onto which a shipment is to be loaded, he marks 
it on a veri-double-check slip. The slips also provide 
for entries on the number of pieces in a shipment and its 
receipt number. One of these tags is attached to every 
shipment which is dispatched to an outbound trailer. 

At the trailer, a veri-double-check station is hung on 
one of the doors. This consists of a suspended platform 
holding a stamp pad and a number stamp corresponding 
with the number of the trailer. In addition, there is a

( UR fleet’s profit for 1950 may well lie in the 600 
tires that are pounding along the highways be- 
neath our 74 vehicles. 

Because of the constantly rising costs of fleet opera- 
tion, the saving we make through a rigid tire mainte- 
nance and recapping program has become essential. 

We've spared no efforts to build up mileage on our 
tires. Through a program of airing all tires once a 
week, daily watchfulness to catch any chance of failure 
and the all-important recapping schedule, we have ob- 
tained more than 200,000 miles of service from many a 
tire. . 

Our fleet operation consists of two specialized haul- 
ing services—hauling gasoline from Chicago refineries 
to distributing stations throughout northern Indiana 
and southern Michigan, and hauling dry cement from 
Toledo, Ohio, to dealers and distributors in 16 Indiana 
counties.

We have 31 tractors and one straight truck (all three 
ton jobs or larger) and 40 trailers. Fourteen trailers 
are tankers, the others flat bottom units for hauling 
sack cement, and Air-flow units for hauling bulk ce 
ment. Although we adhere strictly to legal loads, our 
units carry around 17 tons, and tire costs represent a 
large part of the operating expenses. 

For example, we have at least 600 tires on the 
sround. These are in 9:00 x 20’s, 10:00 x 20’s and 
11:00 x 20’s with the larger percentage in the 10:00 x 
20 size. Most of our units carry 14 tires each, including 
tractors and trailers, and are in continuous operation. 

Our tires are mostly rayon construction. We mount 
new tires where needed, but try to replace two front 
tires and put the old ones on rear tractor wheels, or on 
trailers. This has worked well ever since the war pe 
riod. However, mileage varies with the kind of opera- 
tion and road conditions. We get more mileage from 
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our gas trucks than on cement carrying units. The for- 
mer are operating mostly on the open highways, and 
our tanker drivers do not have to back over railroad 
tracks as they do with the cement carrying outfits. 


Recapper’s Service Important 


Another factor which is playing a very important 
part in keeping our tire costs down, is recapping. And 
right here, we are convinced that the kind of service 
that goes with recapping is just as important or even 
more important than the quality of the actual job itself. 
Like many other fleet operators, we have had good 
and bad results with recapping. During the war period 
when the program was compulsory we experienced 
many costly failures, due to bad carcasses. 

Now, nothing but good carcasses are selected, and as 
our recapper rejects all tire carcasses for recapping un- 
less he can guarantee service, road failures have been 
practically eliminated. His inspector visits our plant at 
least once each week, sometimes twice a week. 

Our own maintenance costs on tire service have also 
been cut down materially, in his program of removing 
carcasses ready for recapping and changing tires from 
one wheel to another to match units with equal tread 
thickness. 

When the inspector mounts different tires for re- 
placement purposes, he inflates tires on the particular 
truck. It must not be overlooked, that in preventing a 
tire failure on the road by this careful inspection serv- 
ice, we save many a service trip and tire changing job 
that otherwise costs money and delays in delivery of our 
loads to the customers. 

Best results are gained by selecting a recapping serv- 
ice from a dealer who is interested in your repeat or- 
ders, and one who invariably has the courage and 
financial acumen to reject risky carcasses. Our recap- 
per uses both kinds of equipment, one to retread tires 
from head to head, and the other to rebuild a new tread 
only. Because of his methods, we’re getting mileage 
equal to that from new rubber; from 60,000 miles to 
50,000 miles average. Here again, due to the inspec- 
tion service, road failures are practically eliminated. 


Two Recappings Found Best 

Of course all tires are not recappable. We get a first 
recap carcass out of two-thirds of our worn casings, 
and 30 per cent of first recap jobs are good for the 
second recap. We do not recap more than twice on any 
one carcass, as, in the course of time, tires “grow!” 
Under our heavy loads we do not find further recap- 
ping practicable, and our recapper agrees. 

The point often arises whether a carcass should be 
recapped if one or more plies are worn through. To 
eliminate road failures, the answer should be no. It 
means economy and long life for tire carcasses, to recap 
them before the original tread rubber is worn too thin. 

As our recapper tells us that two-thirds of the cost

Wwe EFFECT will the new Social Security Act (effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 1950) have on fleet owners? 

Speaking generally, the law has been expanded to 
cover business proprietors. They will have to pay a So- 
cial Security tax on their incomes, and they and their 
dependents will become eligible for old age and sur- 
vivor’s benefits. 

More specifically, the new act will have an effect on 
pensions. It will reduce the need for pension plans in 
companies that do not now have such a plan. In com- 
panies where a private pension plan is already operating, 
fleet owners would be well-advised to review the plan 
in light of the new act. 

Following are the details of the new act: 


e Cost?—For the years 1951, 1952 and 1953, the tax 
‘will be 214 per cent of the first $3600 of net earnings 
from self-employment. For those who generally make 
more than $3600 per year (this includes most estab- 
lished fleet owners) the tax would amount to $81 a year 
for the first three years. This tax will be payable together 
with the individual’s final income tax return. The first 
payment will be due, therefore, by March 15, 1952. 

For the following six years, the tax is scheduled to go 
to 3 per cent, or a maximum of $108 a year. Thereafter, 
the law calls for further increases up to 47% per cent by 
1970. However, these higher rates may never become 
effective. The former Social Security Act also provided 
a series of tax rate increases, but, practically every time 
one was due, Congress stepped in and postponed it. 


e Self-Employed ?—The original Social Security Act 
was designed to benefit employees exclusively. Neverthe- 
‘ess, some businessmen valued its benefits so highly that 
hey incorporated their businesses in order to assume the 
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How the

status of employees and, thereby, be covered by the law. 
For them the tax was and continues to be a total of 3 per 
cent. Under this new provision, persons who operate 
their own business, either individually or in partner- 
ships, will receive the same benefits but their tax will be 
one-fourth less, only 21/4, per cent. 


e What do you get?—This is what the self-employed 
businessman will get for his money. If he retires at age 
65 or thereafter, he will be entitled to a monthly pen- 
sion for the rest of his life, equal to 50 per cent of the 
first $100 of his average monthly taxable earnings plus 
15 per cent of the next $200. The law calls this amount 
his “primary insurance amount.” For the businessman 
who makes at least $3600 each year, his pension will 
amount to $80 a month. 

In addition, his wife will also be entitled to a monthly 
pension at age 65 for the rest of her life. This will be 
equal to half her husband’s “primary insurance amount,” 
or an additional $40 a month. If her husband dies, she 
will receive three-fourths of his “primary insurance 
amount” of $60 each month for as long as she remains 
unmarried. 

To qualify for this Old-Age Insurance at 65, a self- 
employed businessman must be covered for at least 6 
calendar quarters. A person who begins to be covered on 
January 1, 1950, could, at the earliest, begin to receive 
benefits for the period beginning July 1, 1951. 

Let us see how this works out for a typical business 
proprietor. Suppose he is 40 years old when he is first 
covered by the law January 1, 1950, and his wife is 38 
years old. If he continues to earn at least $3600 each 
year by the time he is 65 and ready to retire, he will have 
paid in Social Security taxes between $2025 and $3429

— Y DECEMBER announcements of 
the 1951 line of Ford trucks indi- 
cate mainly style changes in the 184 
models of the Ford line. Main engi- 
neering change in the engines is use 
of rotating type valves and valve 
spring retainers to prevent valve stick- 
ing and to prolong valve life. 

Friction on the valves has been re- 
duced to nearly 2 lb-foot which per- 
mits almost a free floating valve 
thereby cutting down on lead deposits 
at both intake and exhaust. All en- 
gines are equipped with this feature 
due to increased quantities of lead 
in gasoline. 

All engines are equipped with 
chrome top piston rings and autother- 
matic expansion control pistons. Cam- 
shafts now provide higher valve lift. 
Offset pins are used on the 95 hp., 
6-cylinder and the 100 hp V-8 engines 
to aid in quieting the engine. On the 
F.7 and F-8 models (equipped with 
the Rouge 337 cu in., V-8) coolant 
distribution is improved by means of 
a larger radiator tank, by-pass tubes 
and distribution tubes in the engine. 
This latter feature was a service 
change on late 1950 models and was 
incorporated as a production change 
for ’51.

The Philadelphia Plan in which la- 
bor and management fight accidents to- 
was outlined recently before 60 
representatives of commercial vehicle 
fleets in the area in a forum sponsored 
by the Safety Council of the Phila- 
delphia Chamber of Commerce.

N.Y. Truckers Solving Own Problem 


Voluntary Traffic Plan Off 
to Successful Start in City 
Garment Center 


At the end of its first two weeks of 
operation, New York City’s voluntary 
plan to alleviate traffic congestion in 
the bustling garment district was being 
hailed as a “gratifying success” and as 
a result the City Traffic Commission 
has indefinitely postponed its order 
banning all trucks over 33 feet from 
the area. 

The Commission’s original edict 
would have been close to a death blow 
for one of New York’s largest indus- 
tries. It would certainly have hastened 
the decentralization of the industry to 
suburban areas. 

Representatives of seventeen trucking 
firms swamped the Commission’s office 
with protests against the ruling, con- 
tending that it had been made by peo- 
ple who knew little about the prob- 
lems involved. They said they could 
devise a better plan on a purely vol- 
untary basis. They were given their 
chance. 

Briefly, the voluntary regulations 
call for a staggering of all delivery 
and pickup service. Waste paper 
pickups, for example, start in the area 
at 6 a.m. and are completed by 10 a.m. 
Tractor-trailer units enter at 7 a.m. 
and are required to be out of the dis- 
trict by noon. The Railway Express 
Agency does not start deliveries until 9 
a.m.; dyers handling piece goods for

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LABOR ROUND-UP FROM WASHINGTON 





No major labor legislation will come 
out of the new Congress. The Taft- 
Hartley labor law will remain un- 
touched for at least another two years. 
That is evident as a result of labor’s 
jolting setback in last month’s elec- 
tions. 

Even the 28 amendments passed by 
the Senate last year—most of them 
supported by Sen. Taft—will be for- 
gotten. The Ohio senator was not in 
sympathy with all of the amendments, 
some of them the result of compro- 
mises. He has his own plan, for in- 
stance, on how the authority between 
the members of the National Labor 
Relations Board and its general coun- 
sel should be clarified. 

So you can expect organized labor 
to make the three-year-old labor law a 
campaign issue again in 1952. But 
every year the law is on the books, the 
chances for repeal diminish. 





Labor is in politics to stay, despite 
the poor showing made last month. 
It will analyze its weaknesses in the 
last campaign and try to correct them 
for the °52 campaign. 

You can look for two changes: 

e 1. Labor will try to build up larger 
support from white collar workers, 
small business men, farmers and other 
middle-class groups. 

e 2. It will try to work more closely 
with professional politicians so that 
better candidates are offered to the vot- 
ers. A big handicap in the fight to 
defeat Taft was the weakness of the 
labor-Democrat candidate, Jumping Joe 
Ferguson. 

There won't be a third party. 





Briefly, from a labor standpoint, 
this happened in the elections: 

Seven “friends” of labor in the Sen- 
ate were defeated—Pepper, Graham, 
Taylor, Thomas of Oklahoma, Thomas 
of Utah, Lucas, Myers. Only one “en- 
emy”’ was removed—Donnell. 

In the House, labor lost at least 25 
“friends,” including CIO leader 
Thomas H. Burke of Toledo and sev- 
eral labor attorneys. 





In Ohio, where Taft carried all eight 
industrial cities in winning re-election 
by a record 430,000-vote majority—de- 
spite concentrated labor opposition— 
the Teamsters backed the Republican 
candidate for governor, Don Ebright, 
while fighting Taft. Ebright lost, too. 

Teamster Phil Hannah, secretary of 
the Ohio AFL and former assistant 
secretary of labor, ran the AFL’s part

Two-fifths of the wage increases 
were 10 to 12 cents. Another two- 
fifths were under 10 cents. 

About half of the contracts run for 
more than one year with an automatic 
“escalator” increase during the life 
of the agreement. More than half of 
the “escalators” call for an automatic 
future increase of 5 cents an hour. 
A fourth calls for 4 cents. 

Trucking industry wage agreements 
have not tied wages to the cost-of-living, 
as has General Motors and many other 
industrial manufacturers. 

Nor has the industry followed the 
trend toward long-term contracts. Of 
57 transportation and warehousing 
agreements filed with the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics during September, 25 
expire next year, 22 expire in 1952, 
and only one runs until 1953. 

Class 1 motor carriers in 1949 paid 
wages about $550 a year higher than 
the average for all private industry, 


ATA reports in its excellent booklet 
on American Trucking Trends. 





Trucking paid wages adding up to 
$3,414, compared with $2,869 for all 
private industry. This is almost dou- 
ble the 1941 average of $1,767. 





Anytime a government wage board 
penalizes union members for striking, 
that’s really news.

But that’s just what a 
presidential emergency board did in a 
dispute between the Railway Express 
Agency in New York and Teamster Lo- 
cals 808 and 459. 

The locals struck Sept. 23 in viola- 
tion of the Railway Labor Act and re- 
turned to work Oct. 3 after the emer- 
gency board had been appointed. The 
three-man board recommended a 10- 
cent hourly wage increase, then said 
it was penalizing the drivers for strik- 
ing by making the higher wages ef- 
fective the day the strike ended in- 
stead of Sept. 1.

Trucks Help Save 
Lives of Two Men 


In two widely separated areas of the 
nation last month trucks figured in er- 
rands of mercy that probably resulted 
in the saving of a life. 

In the desolate Fishawk creek area 
of Wyoming, 60 miles from Cody, Dr. J. 
H. Kerr of Akron, Ia., was seriously in 
jured when the horse he was riding fell 
on him. Sixteen inches of snow and im- 
passable trails made ground rescue of 
the 74-year old man impossible. A truck 
and helicopter teamed up to save the 
doctor. 

The helicopter was loaded on a truck 
at Salt Lake City and rushed to within 
twenty miles of the injured man. At 
that point the helicopter was unloaded 
and the rescue mission was completed 
by air.

In Norfolk, Va., it took less than a 
half hour for a truck to deliver a life 
saving iron lung to a patient at the 
Marine Hospital. The patient, stricken 
with polio, suddenly began to turn blu 
from a lack of oxygen. A series of 
emergency telephone calls located an 
available iron lung at the Norfolk Gen 
eral Hospital. The lung was loaded o1 
a hospital truck and less than a half 
hour after the first telephone call the 
patient was inside the apparatus.

Trucks Carrying Units 
Into Small Communities 
Throughout the Nation 


With the aid of “laboratories-on- 
wheels”, medical science is carrying its 
fight against disease to the front doors 
of homes in small towns and villages 
throughout the United States. 

The latest development in this field 
is a 32-foot refrigerated truck that will 
collect and process human blood for 
later transfusions. The truck was in- 
troduced recently at a meeting of the 
National Academy of Sciences in 
Schenectady, N. Y. 

Red Cross “bloodmobiles” will tour 
the nation in trucks of this design in 
an effort to create a stockpile of what 
medical men term processed “blood 
fractions” from which whole blood can 
be remade for emergency transfusions 
in time of war or disaster. The trailer, 
which will be driven directly to the 
home of donors, is completely equipped 
to handle the blood of 200 donors a 
day. 

At the present time the Red Cross 
hopes to put a fleet of at least twelve 
similar trucks in service and is receiv- 
ing the backing of the National Insti- 
tute of Health and the United States 
Public Health Service in the program.

passed by the 1949 legislature. But in 
Oklahoma, where the voters had an 
opportunity to amend their constitution 
to include a prohibition against diver- 
sion of special highway use taxes, the 
people fell down. The anti-diversion 
amendment was defeated. Similar fate 
will apparently befall the Tennessee 
anti-diversion amendment. It will be 
some time before the outcome there is 
known, however, due to slow counting 
of the votes. 

In Louisiana the voters defeated an 
amendment authorizing a $140-million 
bond issue for roads and bridges. The 
bonds were to be paid off with 6 cents 
out of the State’s 9-cent-a-gallon tax. 

Massachusetts voters rejected efforts 
of a petitioning group to have the leg- 
islature enact laws to provide that clas- 
sification of risks and premium charges 
the State’s motor 
vehicle liability insurance law shall be 
uniform throughout the State. 

In Rhode Island, a $12 million bond 
issue was authorized. Money is to be 
used for the modernization and im- 
provement of the state highway system. 

The 
voters on highway bond issues means 
less roads in the immediate future. It 
ilso shows that the electorate has not 
been educated to the importance that 
the motor vehicle holds in the national 
economy. 

The results of the election generally 
have not been favorable to the trucking 
ndustry—or the private passenger ve- 
hicle owner either for that matter. 

You can blame part of the sentiment 
shown by voters on the high taxes and 
the average American’s desire to help 
in reducing taxes—any kind of taxes— 
at any opportunity he gets. One must 
tenember that a substantial part of the 
people who voted against highway 
bond issues and for cutting of gas 
'axrs do not own cars and are there- 
fore not directly concerned.

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Wide Range of Opinions Aired 
During ICC Hearing on MC-43 


An Interstate Commerce Commission 
ruling on vehicle leasing and _inter- 
change regulations is expected to be 
announced any day following a seven 
hour oral hearing in Washington at 
which nineteen organizations expressed 
1 wide range of differing views. 

The hearing on MC-43 came in the 
wake of a ruling by ICC Division 5 
that regulation of leasing and _ inter- 
thange is not only desirable but neces- 
sary. ICC is expected to either approve 
the rules as promulgated by Division 5 
yr to modify them in line with opinions 
expressed at the oral hearing. 

Arguments advanced at the hearing 
ran from those which questioned ICC’s 
legal authority in the matter to those 
which complained that the regulations 
“don’t go far enough”. 

William A. Quinlan, special counsel 
for the National Council of Private 
Motor Truck Owners, presented the 
view that the Commission is without 
jurisdiction in the manner of regulating 
leasing of vehicles between carriers 
and non-carriers. On the subject of 
leases to for-hire carriers, Quinlan 
quoted the Motor Carrier Act as spe- 
cifically stating “no terms, conditions 
1 limitations shall resrict the right of 
the carrier to add to his or its equip- 
ment and facilities’. He further con- 
tended that the Supreme Court decisions 
cited by Division 5 as upholding ICC 
urisdiction do not support the con- 
tention 

[he National Industrial Traffic 
League joined the Council in question- 
ng ICC jurisdiction and called the 
easing rules “an experiment into 
bureaucracy. 

Speaking for ATA, General Counsel 
Edgar S. Idol took a more compromis- 
ng view and declared “either with or 
without the changes we advocate, we 
believe the great majority of carriers 
will accept and live under the rules”.

Termed “objectionable” by ATA is 
the rule which would require that the 
contract, lease or other arrangement 
shall be made between “the authorized 
carrier and the owner of equipment”. 
Such a rule, ATA points out, prohibits 
subleasing of equipment which it con- 
siders vital. 

At the other extreme were the opin- 
ions of the Teamster’s with ex-Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler not only urging the 





adoption of the Division 5 rules without 
any weakening but contending they 
don’t go far enough. He criticized what 
he called illegal and unfair trade prac- 
tices of “gypsy operators”. 

Between these fundamental differ- 
ences were representatives of numerous 
groups who endorse the rules in gen- 
eral but sought exemption for their 
own phases of the industry. The De- 
partment of Agriculture was also on 
hand to support the Division 5 ruling 
not to prohibit trip leasing. Due to 
the seasonal nature of that industry, 
the department asserted, prohibition of 
trip leasing would seriously hamper 
the movement of agricultural products.

America’s Road to Victory 


... Let’s Increase Production 





This is the time to speak out—now—at the beginning. 

Our industrial program for re-armament is getting 
off on the wrong foot. 

The talking and writing about it emphasize the 
wrong things. 

Its headline words are “cuts” and “controls.” 

Those words make bad propaganda for the cold 
war. 

“Cuts” and “controls” are no words to challenge 
the imagination and energy of our own people. They 
won’t impress the masters of the Kremlin. And they 
can only make it appear to the rest of the world that 
America thinks it can defend the free way of life by 
abandoning it. 

America stands as the world’s champion against 
aggression because America has become the most 
powerful free nation in the world. 

How did we get that way? 

Not by putting ceilings on wages; not by rationing 
or clamping iron-clad government controls all over 
business and industry. 

To be sure, some temporary controls are necessary 
to channel very scarce materials speedily to use for 
defense. So, too, are special taxes and credit restric- 
tions needed to combat inflation. But they will be 
fatal if they blind us to this fact: 


We became the strongest nation in the world by 
out-producing every other nation. 


Production —The Final Answer 

Next year our government is planning at least a 
$40 billion military program. Instead of planning only 
on controis to civert $40 billion of production from 
the making of civilian goods to the making of military 
supplies, we should be figuring out also ways to push 
up total production. 

Of course, our industrial plant is running at close 
to “capacity” now. And our labor force has reached 
almost full employment. There isn’t much slack to 
be taken up. 

Can even the United States add a $40 billion mir- 
acle of production on top of what it is already doing? 

Our answer is “Yes’—and within two years. It 
can be done by adding about $6 billion each year to 
our program of capital investment which now runs 
about $22 billion a year. 

Part of this added production will come from ex- 
panding our industries. The steel companies, for ex- 
ample, already have plans to increase their capacity 
almost ten per cent in the next two years. 

But by far the largest part of that $40 billion of 
added production must come from higher produc- 
tivity — raising industry’s efficiency.

To meet our goals we need to raise our productivity 
five per cent a year. 

Can it be done? 

The answer is an emphatic “Yes.” 


Raise Industry’s Productivity 


McGraw-Hill’s studies of industry’s equipment 
show that there are countless opportunities for im- 
proving efficiency. Our manufacturing industries 
alone need at least $35 billion of new equipment to 
raise their facilities to first class technical standards. 

Here are some of the broad possibilities reported 
by the trained editors of McGraw-Hill’s business 
magazines: 

In many manufacturing plants as much as 40 per 
cent of workers’ time goes into moving materials and 
parts — shifting things about within the plant between 
processes and to and from shipping platforms. 

FACTORY estimates that improved materials 
handling equipment and methods might well cut 
handling costs twenty-five per cent and save annually 
over 650,000 man-years of unnecessary labor. 

Modern machine tools designed since World War 
II are 40 per cent more productive, on the average, 
than is old equipment.

The editors of COAL AGE 
estimate that production of bituminous coal could be 
raised from seven tons per man-shift to ten within 
three to five years. 

Many new textile. production techniques are 50 
per cent to 75 per cent more efficient than those in 
use now. If plants could be fully modernized, and full 
use made of latest management methods, TEXTILE 
WORLD estimates that output-per-manhour would 
rise 20 per cent. A FOOD INDUSTRIES study in- 
dicates that modern equipment plus the best man- 
agement techniques could raise productivity in food 
processing at least 20 per cent. 

These are just some of the opportunities that in- 
dustry can seize and by which the nation can profit. 


A Nation-Wide Effort 


Of course, industry itself can’t do the whole job 
Labor, government and all the rest of us must 
cooperate. 

Government's part is to see that its emergency 
controls are so applied that they will increase pro- 
ductivity and thus make possible an early lifting of 
such controls. 

Labor’s part is to help in the development of labor- 
saving methods and machinery and to welcome their 
adoption as the only sure way of continuing to ad- 
vance the American standard of living while main- 
taining the American free way of life. 

For all of us the job is to work constantly for an 
expanding, ever-stronger America with constantly 
growing productivity; not a pinched and shackled 
America cooped up under wage and price ceilings and 
tied toa ration card.

unmarried dependent child under the 
age of 18 would be entitled to 
monthly benefits equal to half his 
“primary insurance amount,” plus 
one-fourth his “primary insurance 
amount” divided by the number of 
children. In most cases this would 
amount to between $40 and $60. 
While his widow has such an unmar- 
ried dependent child in her care she 
would be entitled to monthly bene- 
fits equal to three-fourths of his “pri- 
mary insurance amount,” $60 in most 
cases, as long as she remains unmar- 
ried. 

Finally, if the self-employed busi- 
nessman should die leaving no widow 
or children eligible for benefits, his 
dependent parents age 65 or over 
would be entitled to receive monthly 
benefits equal to three-fourths his 
“primary benefit amount.” As with 
Old Age Insurance, the total benefits 
under Survivors Insurance may not 
exceed $150 a month. 


e How much more?—While the 
fact that the law now covers self-em- 
ployed persons is of great interest to 
fleet owners, it must not be assumed 
that they are the principal benefici- 
aries of the new amendments to the 
Social Security Act. The nature of 
the chief amendments shows that it 
still is an act primarily designed to 
benefit employees. 

This is how the amendments accom- 
plishment that purpose. Henceforth, 
when employees retire, their pensions 
will be 50 to 100 per cent above what 
they would have been under the old 
law. The minimum benefits will rise 
from $10 to $20 a month. Previously 
a man and wife could not get more 
than $78 a month; now they will be 
able to get up to $120 a month. The 
maximum benefits, including bene- 
fits to dependent children will rise 
trom $85 to $150 a month. 

In addition, all the persons pres- 
ently receiving Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance benefits, retired em- 
ployees, their wives, widows, depend- 
ent children and parents, will have 
their benefits increased by from 50 to 
100 per cent. 

Retired employees will now be per- 
nitted to earn up to $50 a month 
vithout interfering with their pen- 
ions. As a partial offset to these ad-
